James L. Donovan, Laurel Lodge, Bally- 
brack, an accountant in the employment of 
the Electricity Supply Board, brought an 
against the British and [Irish Steam- 
packet Company to recover £100 damages 
for personal injuries sustained while a 
passenger aboard the steamer Lady 
Connaught on the journey from Liverpool to 
Dublin on the night of October 4th, 1935. 

The O'Rahilly | (instructed by Messrs.

He boarded the Lady Connaught at 
Liverpool, and found that the steerage ac- 
commodation was very restricted owing to 
the big crowd travelling JLuggage was 
placed in the passages and 01 the seats and 
in places between the decks which were in- 
tended for occupation by passengers. , As a 
result he had to pace the deck during the 
night, and at about 4 a.m., the night being 
fairly rough, the ship lurched, ana he was 
precipitated against a bollard, which was un- 
protected. He was unconscious for a matter 
of seconds, and a crowd of passengers. col- 
lected around him. Blood was flowing from 
his ear, and after difficulty he got the night 
attendant, who was reldctant to cause any 
commotion at that hour of the morning. He 
finally got his ear dressed, and soon after the 
boat arrived at Dublin went to Dr. Haves, 
who took him to the Richmond Hospital, 
where he inserted eleven stitches. The lobe 
of his right ear was. hanging off. : 

Replying to Judge Shannon, the plaintiff 
said that his injury. was caused by a lurch 
of the ship which he could not anticipate. , 

Acceding to a request ky Mr Carson for a 
direction, the Judge said that there was no 
evidence of negligence on the part of the 
defendants. Even if there had been lucgage 
on the seats, the plaintiff could have taken it 
off and sat down. It was his choice to pace 
the deck, and it was ridiculous to suggest 
that every shipping company should have soft 
matting around every exposed object such as 
a bollard. He had sympathy with the plain- 
tiff, who had given his evidence sincerely 
and frankly, but he would have to. dismias 
the action with coats.

Clare getting rid of old bcasts,’’ and con- 
tained the following sentence: ' Under the 
Government scheme for the conversion of 
old and uneconomic cows inte tinned meat. 
etc., such animals are now being removed 
by rail from Clare to the Factory at 
Roscrea.”” 


TERMS OF SETTLEMENT 

Mr. Geoghegan said that the conditions

attitude clear. The defendants. received this 
article from a country correspondent and 
published it in perfect good faith, and with-

As soon 
as their attention was drawn to those matters 
by the plaintiffs they expressed their readi- 
ness to remedy the wrong which the unfor- 
tunate publication. had caused, and they 
appreciated very much the manner in which 
the plaintiffs had met them in the matter.

INCREASED SUPPORT NEEDED 


In appealing for renewed and increased 
support, he stressed the fact that there are 
now fifteen motor lifeboats on the coasts of 
the Irish Free State, in addition to two 
pulling and sailing lifeboats.

THE BALLYCOTTON HEROES 


Lieut.-Colonel C. R. Satterthwaite, 0.B.E.. 
Secretary of the Institution, praised the good 
services rendered by the Dublin branch for 
many. years. He paid a high tribute to the 
crew of the. Ballycotton lifeboat for their 
heroic deed in rescuing eight of the crew of 
the Irish Lights boat, who were in danger 
of being lost recently. It was remarkable 
and appropriate that the Ballycotton lifeboat 
crew should return assistance so often 
similarly given to the Lifeboat Institution by 
the Iris Lights services. This heroic rescue 
of the Raliycotton crew would live long in 
the annals of the lifeboat service. Apres) 
The coxswain of that gallant crew had been 
awarded the Institution’s gold medal, which 
was the highest award possible, and was as 
great in value for heroism as the Victoria 
Cross. Two other Irishmen had received a 
similar medal for bravery—namely, the late 
Captain McCombie, Dun “porate: oy and 
Father O’Shea, of Cahir, Co. Tipperary. 

Speaking of the lifeboat service generally, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Satterthwaite said that in 
three years’ time the lifeboat service on the 
Irish coast will consist of nothin 
lifeboats. In the whole service of the instita- 
tion they had only thirty-nine boats of the 
old-fashioned type, and these would be re- 
placed by mechanical power in three years 
at a cost of £150,000. The institution had 
decided to place a uew lifeboat in Howth, 
and transfer the Howth boat to Wicklow. A 
more modern lifeboat was also being sent to 
Arklow. 

In conclusion, Lieutenant-Colonel fBatter- 
thwaite, on behalf of the institution, pre- 
sented to the Chairman the - institution's 
centenary vellum to commemorate the cen- 
tenary of the Poolbeg lifeboat station.

It was none of that. It was simply a 

uestion of the covenant, collective security, 
the rule of law, and the welfare of ‘hative” 

eoples. Was not England the traditional 
riend of Italy? Had not London mobbed 
Mazzini and Garibaldi? And as for the 
welfare of the natives, did not that great 
defender of native liberties, General Hertzog, 
but yesterday invoke further sanctions against 
Italy? 

There lives in the East an honest. thrifty, 
frugal, temperate, universally res 
people, of an ancient and distinguished cul- 
ture—the Chinese. When, a few months 
back, Japan occupied a great portion of 
China, I do not remember the British Fleet 
went to Singapore, nor did Britain run 
around the sola asking the nations to im- 
pose oil sanctions against Japan. And, 
surely, the culture of China was not inferior 
te the culture of Abyssinia. 

If only by way of reparation, Europe owed 
some help to China, A gang of European 
bandits had seized her ports in the nineteenth 
centiry, and crack-brained faddists and 
cranks in America, with no intelligent or 
coherent philosophy of their own, nothing to 
give, undermined in China a canon and 
tradition which for well over two thousand 
years had welded together Chinese society. 

Behind the Italo-British conflict is the 
great question of dominion by European 
peoples over coloured races. All Africa, 
excluding Abyssinia, is under the dominion 
of Europe, and most of Africa is under the 
governance of Britain. If it be right that 
European culture should be imposed on 
primitive peoples in Africa, then it cannot 
be very wrong that Italian culture should be 
imposed on Abyssinia, If it be wrong that 
Europe should have the tutorship of the 
natives of Africa, then wity not be logical 
and let Italy evacuate Abyssinia and let 
Britain and France retire from the rest cf 
Africa? 

Whether the dominion of one people over 
another, of one culture and civilisation over 
another, be good or bad must be judged 
finally by the results produced: whether that 
dominion leaves the native peoples better or 
worse. Judged by that test, the English 
dominion over Ireland was a great tragedy. 
It has aborted all native culture in a 
spiritual, sensitive, imaginative people, and 
has left Ireland even to-day dismembered, a 
prey to wrangling sects and factions. By 
that standard, the British colonisation of 
North merica, Australia, Canada is a 
failure, because the natives were exterminated 
and the culture which arose out of the blood 
and bones of the aboriginals is of the ‘mage vos 
Men have ever appraised culture not by size, 
the meanest of all tests, but by quality and 
intrinsic beauty. There is more true culture 
in a small medieval Italian town—Florence 
or Sienna—than in the tens of thousands of 
square miles, the hundred millions of in- 
habitants. the thousands of millions of 
capital, the skyscrapers and all the great 
physical and material possessions of all the 
English-speaking countries. overseas. 

Judged bv the standard of the welfare of 
the natives, trne Latin colonisation, the 
Spanish colonisation of South America, is of 
great and permanent interest for men. It 
conserved the native and raised the jungle- 
dweller to the stature of Europe, to equality 
with “the white man.” Long after the 
Spanish Empire is dead, the Spanish achieve- 
ment lives, and will live a thousand years 
hence, and for ever in the memorials of man, 

All the great colonising peoples have ever 
conserved the native, intermarried, raised 
him up, brought him forth, educated him. 
and moulded him into the substance and 
texture of their own life and philosophy. 
The spirit of Greece that lasted for a 
thousand years in Egypt and Asia Minor, 
from the davs of Alexander to its destruction 
by Islam, which survived as Byzantine cul- 
ture and Eastern Christendom to our own 
day, attempted that synthesis of race and 
ne 8 which is the true sign of the imperial 
mina, 

The old Roman Empire, wherever it ad- 
vanced, moulded the man of Gaul, of 
Numidia, of Spain, the Franks, Teutons, 
Huns, varying tribes, races and colours into 
a synthetic whole, so that civis Homanus 
meant much more than a citizen of Rome. 
It meant a man of our culture; for we are 
all Romans—-Roman through the old Empire 
or through that svnthesis of the monotheism 
and ethic of Israel, the philosophy and Hel- 
lenism: of Greece, the order and law of im- 
perial Rome, which is called Christendom. 

Three men in an alcove in Geneva—by one 
of those figments so popular to-day, a pro- 
tectorate, a mandate—could have brought it 
to pass that primitive, semi-savage tribes in 
Ethiopia would be raised to all the splendour 
of Italian civilisation; that everywhere in 
that land there. should be advanced the pax 
Remana, the Roman column, aqueduct, pillar 
and bronze, sehe@ols, hospitals, roads, peaceful 
husbandry, the arts and crafts of a people 
who have produced perhaps more famous n en 
than any other ed and have, perhaps, the 
most sustained and continuous tradition of 
culture of any people. 

And we could be sure in time there 
would have been some good effort made to 
lower the barriers of race and assuage those 
fierce discords of colour, which will some day 
drench the world in blood. 

Two of the three men agreed, but one 
refused. And so there ensued a calamity 
for all. For England, betrayal; betrayal of 
Europe and of European culture; betrayal of 
primitive tribes incited by her to hurl them- 
selves at machine guns and tanks; for 
Abvssinia a massacre; and for Italy a crime

Dealing with the section in the bill which 
provided that ‘‘ notwithstanding anything to 
the contrary contained in the charter, the 
present Master shzll continue in office until 
the 3ist day of December, 1941, unless he 
shall sooner die, resign or he removed from 
office,” Mr. Marnan explained that the 
charter granted in 1903 provided that the 
Master should continue in office for seven years. 
He asked to have that altered, as the hospital 
had undergone reconstruction work which 
would not be fully completed until 1938. 
The governors asked that the present Master 
should continue in office until 1941 to ‘have 
continuity of control during the period of re- 
construction. 


REMOVING RESTRICTIONS 


Mr. Marnan also asked for the removal: of 
the restriction in the charter on the 
governors’ powers to hold lands. He pointed 
out that under the charter the Corporation 
could not hoid lands beyond the value of 
£2.000, whereas at the present time their

ANGLO-SOVIET 
NAVAL TALKS 


NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
GERMANY HELD UP 
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LONDON, Thursday. 


Anglo-Soviet naval negotiations for a 
bilateral treaty designed to incorporate the 
principles of the recent London naval 
treaty between Britain, France and the 
United States are likely to open shortly 
(says Reuter’s Diplomatic Correspondent). 
Commander Chikunsky, the Soviet naval 
attaché in London, returned here from 
Moscow early this week, with power to 
negotiate the new treaty. Since then the 
Soviet Embassy has been in communica- 
tion with the Foreign Office on the pre- 
liminaries of the naval talks. 

The ‘Anglo-German naval talks for a 
similar bilateral treaty of qualitative 
limitation are understood to be in abey- 
ance pending progress in the Anglo-Soviet 
talks. Germany is naturally unwilling to 
tie herself to limitations on the sise. of 
ships and their guns, unless the Soviet 
Union does likewise. 

The chief points in the London naval 
treaty are: Advance exchange of informa- 5 
tion; 14-inch guns on battleships, and a . 
non-construction zone between 8,000 
20,000 tons.

Visit to Castletown 


O-MORROW afternoon the Friends of 
the National Collection have chosen 
Castletown as their artistic visit of the 
month. It will take the afternoon to see 
this house, which is regarded as thie 
largest of its kind in Ireland, and when 
built was described by so many writers 
visiting Ireland during the eighteenth 
century. The history of Speaker 
Conolly, of the Irish Parliament, the 
founder of the family, was dramatic, and 
as full of interest: as his mansion. 
There will be much to see that 
I think the Friends must return for 
another view; for the house holds many 
treasures and valuable pictures. Castle 
town, which is in the classical style, is 
built of Irish stone from a quarry near 
by, and can be easily seen from the village 
of Celbridge, its square frontage, with its 
thirteen windows, overlooking the country. 
An American friend of mine, who rented 
the house some years ago, told me that 
hundreds of candles were used each night 
to light the rooms. The huge stone stair- 
case, rising two storeys, with brass 
balustrade and mahogany rail, is im- 
posing. At the head of the staircase is 
a large sea chest, supposed to have 
belonged to Christopher Columbus, and to 
have come to the Conolly family through 
a relative of the Earl of Strafford. In 
one of the rooms is a silver and tortoise. 
shell cabinet, presented to Speaker 
Conolly from Queen Anne, and in another 
room is a marble mantelpiece, the fic- 
simile Of the one in Leinster House. 


Speaker Conolly 


HE Speaker, who is best known to us 
through the satires of Swift. and his 
friends, was the richest man in Ireland 
at the time of his death. It will be 
remembered how Swift describes his vast 
wealth by stating that, if Woods’ half- 
pence became current, “‘Squire Conolly 
would require 250 horses to bring his half- 
year’s rent to Dublin.” He owned large 
tracts of land in ten counties of Ireland, 
as well as in North and South Wales. 
Yet this statesman, the longest Speaker 
to hold his position in the House, rose 
from the humble boy on the land. Born 
in Ballys,annon, in County Donegal, he 
sat at the age of thirty as M.P. for that 
county. It is recorded that he was the 
son of Patrick Conolly, the owner of two 
‘hearths’ in Ballyshannon. Acting as 
agent in his youth for two maiden ladies, 
who left him a small fortune, he began 
speculating in land, and purchased 
property from the trustees of the forfeited 
estates. He later secured what is described 
as a “‘lucrative post —that of Chief 
Commissioner of Irish Revenue! He had 
his day of popularity as a Nationalist, 
but shocked his followers by his support 
of the Union. 


Old Mrs. Conolly 


P#EBHAPS the most interesting person 
who occupied this mansion was the 
widow of the Speaker, who is frequently 
referred to in Mrs. Delaney’s Memoirs. 
She was Vanessa’s neighbour, and during 
the latter’s illness was her confidante and 
companion. She was a great hostess, and 
her dinners were famous. She had always 
two tables of eight, and seven courses, 
and never altered this arrangement. As 
dinner was in those days early, she retired 
with her guests to the drawingroom, and 
seated in her large armchair, slept com: 
fortably for an hour, lulled, she said, by 
the voices. Refreshed, she was then ready, 
like all the ladies of her time, for her 
game of quadrille or cribbage. She had no 
children, so the vast estate went to her 
nephew, who married the Lady Louise Ann 
Wentworth, a daughter of the Earl of 
Strafford. It passed later to his son, an 
officer in the Scots Greys, and again to 
his son, known as ‘‘Tom Conolly of 
Castletown.”’- Old Mrs. Conelly, the

There are, however, 
certain features in connection with oar in- 
vestments which are even more pleasing than 
this small excess. In particular, we told you 
that our calculation of fature income took 
no account of possible recovery in stocks that 
were going through a stage of non-payment 
of dividends. Ag you are aware, we have 
large holdings in debenture, guaranteed Pre- 
ference and preference siocks of the Great 
Southern Railways Company. 

‘These investments were very considerably 
cut down when the compeny was reorganised 
under Government legislation a few vears 
ago, at @ time when we were only rectiving 
a dividend en our debenture stocks. The 
result of that reorganisation, and the uhifica- 
tion of the railway and road transport, is 
that the company has now recovered its posi- 
tion to such an extent that it has been able 
to pay arrears of dividends in respect of the 
guaranteed preference stocks up to Decémber, 
1954. In other words, in this year they wil! 
be paving ten per cent on the guaranteed 
preference capital. It, therefore, looks as 
almost a certainty that the Representative 
jody May expect to receive in the next year 
their full dividends on the Guaranteed Pre- 
‘erences and preference stocks, As I have 
already said. this is very gratifying, and will 
be of material assistance in reducing some- 
what the seriousness of the crisis in our 
affairs which has arisen, and will arise in a 
more pronounced form in a comparatively 
short period of time. RS 


EQUALISATION FUND 


“In order to meet the existing conditions 
and to provide an average distribution of 
surplus funds for the next fiffeeg or sixteen 
vears, the Representative Body adopted a 
scheme which was approved by the General 
Synod last year, under which the Equalisa- 
tion Fund was formed. This fund has reached 
‘he amount of £10,196 4s. 9d. through the 
haiance of the Inchiquin mortgage arrears, 
the payment of arrears of Great Southern 
(ruaranteed Preference, and the transfer to 
it of £8649; also the unexpended balance of 
the Auxiliary Fund. 

“I do not want you to regard this 
Eyualisation Fund as a capitalised reserve, 
or as frozen money in any sense, so that you 
should feel that unforeseen income or 
economies are not of immediate interest te 
this Synod. On the contrary, it is our in- 
tention to use it when occasion arises—which 
will be very soon—exactly for the purpose 
for which it was ereated—viz., to prevent 
iuctuations in the amount to be annually 
distributed in the next few years. If, for any 
reason, the fund grows at a rate greater 
than that allowed for in our calculations, we 
intend to modify the scheme, with ‘your per- 
mission, so as to arrengé for a larger annual 
distribution, provided that such ean take 
place annually, and without serious fluctua- 

‘For this purpose. since the formation of 
the scheme, a oe been exploring t possi- 
bility of either increasing income or reducing 
expenditure, with the objec of strengthening 
the financial position; and it is for this reason 
that we have brought a definite ion

The Northern Budget 


Where Mr. MacEntee spread the benefits 
of his budgetary surplus over the Free 
State at large, Mr. Milne Barbour—who 
introduced the Northern Budget yesterday, 
in the absence of the Minister of Finance 
—has concentrated his manna upon a few 
sections of the people. The beneficiaries 
will be the school teachers, certain civil 
servants, the Royal Ulster Constabulary 
and the ‘‘ A. Specials.’’ School teachers 
will have their salaries increased by 34 
per cent. or thereabouts, to a point roughly 
midway between their present level and 
the level from which they were reduced by 
the economy ‘‘ cuts ” of 1951. Moreover, 
they will enjoy the civil servants’ privilege 
of a bonus on retifement, in addition to 
the normal! pension ; but, in exchange, they 
will be required to pay a further 1 per cent. 
on their pension charges. Salaries of 
parliamentary and civil servants, which 
likewise were reduced in 1931, will be 
restored to the former levels, although the 
’ in the remuneration of 


voluntary ‘‘ cuts’ 
Ministers, parliamentary secretaries and 
other members of the Government will 
remain in force. The members of the 


Royal Ulster Constabulary will have their 


‘cuts’? restored, and will gain, ip 
addition, increased allowances towards 
rent. The “ A. Specials’ similarly will 


revert. to their old salaries. These con- 
cessions, together with the almost complete 
removal of fees for police inspection of new 
vans and lorries, will account for some- 
thing over £60,000 of Mr. Barbour’s 
surplus of £550,000. The remainder, 
roughly £500,000, will go to Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain as Northern Ireland's 
imperial contribution; but Mr.. Barbour 
proposes to ask for an abatement of 
£92,000 towards his Sinking Fund. There 
are no complications about the Northern 
Budget, which adheres as closely as 
possible to the traditional British model. 
The Minister has budgeted íor a total ex- 
penditure of £12,824,000. Against this sum 
he estimates a revenue of £13,280,000, leav- 
ing himself with a surplus of £456,000. In 
addition, hé proposes to convert the old 
Capital Fund, which existed to work off 
the debt on unemployment, and has been 
released by the reinsurance agreement with 
Great Britain, into a new Reserve Fund for 
general purposes ; and the interest on this 
fund for the present year will provide him 
with a further £94,000, raising the total 
surplus to £550,000. Doubtless, most 
citizens of Northern Ireland will regret 
that there is ng lowering of general taxa- 
tion. As Mr. Barbour explains, however, 
it is the province's duty to make the 
largest possible contribution towards 
Britain’s new programme of defence; and 
the restoring of so many “ cuts,”’ in any 
event, is bound to affect a large number 
of citizens. Northern Ireland’s increasing 
prosperity lends colour to the hope that 
Mr. Barbour’s hint of reduced taxation 
next year may become a reality. 


Allenby 


It is strange to reflect that sometimes 
only a very few years are enough to make 
or break a man’s career, and that history, 
when it remembers him at all, may ignore 
all the years that went before and after. 
The death of Lord Allenby calls up the 
thought of a general who fought and beat 
the Turks in a brilliant series of cam- 
paigns in the Near East, and the full 
record of his life in the obituary notices 
comes almost as a surprise. Allenby, it 
is true, is still remembered. by soldiers as 
a man who had proved his qualities gs 
early as the South African War, and there 
is no danger that his work in France will 
be forgotten for some time. Yet to the 
public all his other achievements are over- 
shadowed by a campaign which lasted 
barely two years, and which he undertook 
when he was almost sixty years of age— 
the czpture of Jerusalem and Damascus 
has almost wiped out the memory of 
Allenby’s part at Mons, the Marne, Ypres 
and Arras. Such a valuation of the man 
does not do him full justice, but the/ 
popular judgment often shows an instinct 
for the truth. Allenby, indeed, would 
have been a fine soldier wheréver he 
served, but on the Western Front he never 
would have been more than a good general 
among many other generals. It needed 
the “ side-show ” in Palestine to bring out 
his real genius. In the semi-guerrilla war- 
fare against the Turks he was much more 
than a good general; he was military com- 
mander, whose talents earned him the 
dread of his enemies and the praise ever: 
of such a critical and irreverent ally as 
Lawrence of Arabia. The tactical skill 
of Allenby, and the manner in which 
he adapted his methods to the particular 
needs of that campaign, must be recog- 
nised as the marks of a man who, in his 
own sphere, earned the title to greatness.

Mr. Eden's Return 

Mr. Eden is returning to-morrow from 
Geneva, where he has been consulting 
other members of the Council with regard 
to the continuance of sanctions and the 
position of the League. The result of his 
inquiries will be revealed to the Cabiuet 
on his return, but it. is understood that 
discussions have shown that there is no 
great desire to maintain sanctions, while 
there is a feeling that steps should be 
taken to re-organise the League in such a 
way that its power will be great enough 
to enable it to meet its responsibilities.

A Coming Crisis 

Parliamentary experts are watching with 
deep imterest events which are now taking 
place in the political world, and in which 
signs of a crisis can scarcely be mistaken. 
So many important events have happened 
during the past few months to embarrass 
the Government—such as the policy of the 
Cabinet on defence and the Italo-Abys- 
sinian war, in which Mr. Baldwin confessed 
“bitter humiliation ’’—that confidence is 
tending to become undermined. The centre 
of all this unrest is, of course, Mr. 
Baldwin, but he remains unperturbed, and 
appears to be quite satisfied with the posi- 
tion. While gossip in the Lobbies hints 
at a reconstruction of the Government, 
however, it does not even suggest that Mr, 
Baldwin is likely to retire. 


Workmen's Compensation 


In the House of Commons to-morrow 
Mr. Hardie is to move the second reading 
of a highly controversial measure—the 
Workmen’s Compensation Bill.: This is a 
measure warmly commended by the Labour 
Party, but it has very little chance of 
passing inte law, a position largely due 
to the Labour members themselves. The 
bill should have come before the House 
of Commons on Friday, February 28th, but 
on the previous day the Labour Party 
decided to keep the House sitting all night, 
and ultimately it did not rise until about 
12.30 on Friday afternoon. This auto- 
matically wiped out the Friday sitting and 
the Workmen’s Uompensation Bill. To- 
morrow being the last day for private 
members’ bills, Mr. Hardie is scarce'y 
likely to score a success. 


Land Settlement

The 
aim is not only to settle unemployed on 
the land, but = to make Glamorgan one 
of the leading centres for market garden- 
ing in the whole country.

While it has been planned several days 
—when Starhemberg was still Vice-Chan- 
cellor—that he should travel to Rome by 
‘plane, together with the Austrian foot- 
ball team, and in his capacity as 
‘supreme Austrian sports leader ' attend 
on Sunday next the international match 
between Austria ‘and Italy, Prince Star- 


seats reserved in the regular air liner 
which left here at mid-day for Rome. A 
few minutes before the departure of the 
‘plane, however, the air port authorities 
were informed that the seats would not 
be occupied. At the same time the Heim- 
wehr headquarters in Vienna announced 
that Starhemberg would leave by train to- 
night. The journey, it is emphasised in 
the announcement, will be undertaken by 
Starhemberg as “ supreme sports leader,’’ 
the only one of his offices he has re- 


tained. 
HE REFUSAL 
It is explained in well-informed quar- 
ters that Starhemberg’s plan this morn- 
ing to leave immediately for Rome was 
for the purpose of seeking a special audi 
ence with the Duce to obtain once more 
his assistance for the future. His refusal 
indicates that Mussolini has dropped him 
as a political partner. 
Dr. Schuschnigg, the Austrian Chan- 
cellor, whose wife was killed in a motor 
accident last year, has arisen in a night 
as the new strong man of Austria. In ad- 
dition to being Chancellor and Minister 
for Foreign Affairs he is also Minister for 
Defence, head of Austria’s armed forces, 
and head of the Fatherland Front, ‘the 
onlv recognised political party. 
The indications are that Prince Starhem- 
berg’s resignation was not voluntary, but 
was forced upon him by Dr. Schuschnigg, 
who is understood to have resigned him- 
self last night, and then asked the Presi- 
dent to dismiss the other members of the 
Cabinet before he formed a new Govern- 


ment. 

‘THE CLIMAX 
The dropping from the Government of 
Prince Starhemberg came as a climax to 
a twelve hours’ battle inside the Govern- 
ment, which only ended early this 
morning. Weakened on the one hand by 
a growing financial stringency, which has 
amptied the Heimwehr coffers, Prince 
Starhemberg, the dashing commander ol 
the Heimwehr Army, found himself faced 
on the other with a Chancellor whose 
osition had been enormously strengthened 
y the new conscription law. By this law 
Dr. Schuschnigg now holds in his hands 
the executive control of the Austrian 
military forces, which promise to be 
greatly expanded in the autumn. 
When the Cabinet crisis came to a head 
shortly before midnight last night, Presi- 
dent Miklas had the option of inviting 
either Dr. Schuschnigg or Prince Starhem-

berg to form a Government. He chose Dr. 


Schuschnigg, and Prince Starhemberg, 
who as head of the armed Heimwehr, had 
held immense power in Austria, is now no 
longer even a member of the Government. 
He also ceased to be supreme head of the 
Fatherland Front, the only legal political 
party in the country. 


THE VICTORY 

This marks a victory for the Catholic 
Party of semi-democratic principles led by 
Dr. Schuschnigg over the Fascist policy 
of Prince Starhemberg. The victory is of 
more than internal political significance. 
It is held by some observers to be the first 
great blow to the ideas of Fascism which, 
since the ’20’s, have irresistibly advanced 
in the whole of Central Europe gaining 
one strategic point after the other.

THE CONQUEROR OF 
THE TURKS 


a common 


ED MARSHAL Viscount Allenby, 
one of the most successful Allied 
Generals of the Great War, who conquered 
Palestine and captured Jerusalem almost 
without bloodshed, died at his Kensing- 
ton home yesterday at the age of 75. 


Death came suddenly. rd Allenby 
had not been in ill-health. ‘‘ He was in 


his study at about 12.30 p.m. when he 
collapnad. and died -almost instantly,”’ a 
reporter was informed at his home. 
Born on April 23, 1861, Lord Allenby 
was the son oí the late Mr. Hynman 
Allenby, of Felixstowe. After joining the 
Inniskilling Dragoons, in which he served 
in Bechuanaland (1884-85) and in Zulu- 
land (1888), he made a reputation as 4 
bold and skilful cavalry leader in the 
South African War (1889 to 1902), taking 
part in the operations which led to the

relief of Kimberley and in the advance to 
Pretoria. . 

When the Great War broke out he went 
to France at the head of the Cavalry 
Division of the British Expeditionary 
Force. Outstanding ability marked his 
operations at Mons, the Marne, and at the 
first battle of Ypres, where his troops held 
the line south of Ypres for several critical 
weeks, and won praise in Sir John 
French’s dispatches. 


FROM FRANCE TO 
PALESTINE 


In turn -he commanded an Army Corps 
and then the Third Army, distinguishing 
himself in the offensive near Arras in the 
spring of 1917, and in the following June 
he was chosen to command the forces in 
Palestine and Egypt. 

For three months he skilfully and 
quietly completed his preparations for an 
autumn offensive.. Secrecy and guile mis- 
led the Turks as to the main point of the 
offensive. . The defences of Gaza were 
bombarded. The enemy was harassed by a 
series of forceful strokes, and as a pre 
liminary move the outlying centre of Beer- 
sheba, east of Gaza, was gained by a clever 
convergent monceuvre. 

This was a prelude to the final blow, 
which broke through the Turks’ weakened 
centre and compelled their general retreat, 
leading, after the capture of Jaffa, to the 
surrender of Jerusalem. 

In the following spring a new attack 
was launched, in which, through his 
brilliant use of cavalry and aircraft, he 
destroyed the Turkish armies of Mustapha 
Kemal! and Fevsi, and the rapid capture 
of Beirut, Damascus and Aleppo cul- 
minated in Turkey’s capitulation. 

For his brilliantly successful service he 
was promoted from General to Field- 
Marshal, and in 1919 he was raised to the 
Peerage. A grant of £50,000 was made to 
him. 

The vivid personality of “‘ Lawrence of 
Arabia ” was linked with Lord Allenby’s 
operations in Palestine and Syria, and in 
a broadcast tribute following Lawrence’s 
tragic death last year Allenby said: “I 
gave him a free hand, and his work was 
invaluable throughout the campaign. His 
co-operation was marked by the utmost 
loyalty.” The Bible, he said, was one of 
the few books he read during the cam- 
paign. Its help in geography was in- 
valuable. 

The difficult political crisis in Egypt 
during his period as High Commissioner, 
from 1919 tu 1925, including the murder 
of Sir Lee Stack, the Sirdar, brought Lord 
Allenby’s talents of leadership to the fore, 
and he handled dangerous situations 
courageously and firmly. 

Since relinquishing the High Com- 
missionership in 1925 Lord Allenby 
travelled extensively, visiting America, 
Canada, Brazil and other countries. 

Lord Allenby’s only son, Lieutenant 
Horace Michael Hynman, of the Royal 
Horse Artillery, was killed in action in 
1917.

To restore the salary scales for all 
all classes of teachers to the pre-1931 level 
of remuneration would cost about £130,000 
ina full year. He did not think, however, 
that their resources. were permanently 
capable of meeting this sum, and he was 
of opinion that the equities of the teachers’ 
claim would be satisfied by the setting

He made a gallant at- 
ternpt to salve the fourth set from a losing 
position: yet, he failed to ptess home his 


effort in a rather surprising manner. 


All the excitement of the match was packed 
into the last two sets, After his collapse in 
the second and third sets Rogers came out 
after the interval to ret ap a terrific pace in 
the fourth. and auickly went to a 4-love lead, 
but again he suffered a relapse and lost the 
next three games. At the decisive moment 
he pulled himself together, captured Schroder’s 
service—the latter being foot-faulted to lose 
the game—and then held his own to capture 
the set. When he led 2-0 and 41 in the fifth 
set all seemed to be over, but Schroder made 
one more effort, and crept up to within a 
game of the Irishman, but that was all he 
could do. With a 5-3 lead behind him, 
Rogers sent down four aces in five deliveries
